REASONS SLOWLY 
RETURNS TO ROYAL 


VIGTIM OF MEXICO 


Ex-Empress ‘Charlotte at 73, 
Is Regaining Lost 
Reason, 


SHE MAY YET DISPOSE 
OF HER BIG FORTUNE 


Predictions of f Physicians Made! 
Long Ago Are Being Verified 


in Her Case, 
Brussels. March 
Charlotte, Widow of the ill-fated Maxl- 
milian, emperor of Mexico, who, al- | 
most 50 years ago, lost her reason in 
her unsuccessful efforts to induce Ju- 
ropean intervention to save her hus- 
band, now shows signs of recovering 
her sanity. The prospect has made 3g 
great stir in royal quarters. Doctors 
declare sbe shows all the symptoms 
which precede recovery from patho- 
logical melancholia, the disease from 
which she suffers; and that it is high- 
ly probable the last years of her life 
will be spent in mental health. 

Ghe is 73 Years Old 

Chateau de Bouchout lies near the 
village of Meyse, which is four miles 
north of Laeken, the summer place on 
which the late King Leopold spent his 
millions, It is in a part of the world 
well Known to the empress, who was 
born in Laeken 73 years ago; and as 
a child used to make picnic trips to 
Bouchout. When Empress Charlotte 
was removed to Bouchout from Ter- 
vueren pajacs in 1879, she experienced 
three days of almost perfect lucidity; 
and doctors predicted that she would 
quickly recover, After that she got 
more insane than before and forgot 
her own name, Between that and last 
August there was no period of com- 
plete lucidity; but four years ago the 
former complete mental blankness dis- 
disappeared; and since then the em- 
press has been only half-insane, In 
August last she suddenly made an- 
other Improvement, and of late has 
been three-quarters normal, This par- 
tial recovery was expected, The 
Dutch doctor, Oeyse, printed a nanaly- 
sis of her condition, and concluded 
that in extreme old age she might 
recover entirely. 

Physical Health Decaying. 

During the last five years the em- 
press's physical health has been slow- 
ly decaying. Shortly before the death 
of her brother, Leopold IL, she had a 
serious illness, and her death was ex- 
pected. After that began the — izm- 
provement in her mental faculties. 
The first symptom was a return of 
memory and a realization of personali- 
ty. For years the empress practically 
never mentioned the past, and in par- 
ticular showed no sign of remember- 
ing her three years’ connection with 
Mexico. Jeopold II. gave orders that 
no one should refer to the subject in 
her presence. When visitors, through 
oversight, broke this rule, the empress 
either took no notice or Ildoked puzzl- 
ed, She thus showed that Mexico and 
the shooting of Maximilian had ‘passed 
from her memory. Of late Empress 
Charlotte has begun to ramble semi- 
coherently of Mexico, and she men- 
tions Queretaro, and talks of the 
shooting of Maximillan as {f she 
had been in Mexico at the time, Her 
yoyage to Europe in 1866 to seek aid 
against the Mexican rebels seems to 
have been forgotten. 

Charlotte is familiar with all re- 
cent occurrences in the Belgian royal 
family. She shows this by ceasing to 
making inquiries about members of 
the family who are dead. For many 
years her only visitors were her sis- 
ters-in-law, the late Belgian queen, 
Marie of Flanders, When Couniess 
Marie ceased visiting Empress Char- 
lotte asked abruptly, “Why does not 
Marie come?” and on being given an 
evasive answer, said “I know she is 
dead.” She has never since asked af- 
ter the countess. On matters like this 
her memory 4nd consciousness are 
practically normal. 

Strong Caprices 


Empress Charlotte's moderate de- 
gree of insanity is shown by her pos- 
sessing strong caprices such as very 
eccentric but not insane people have, 
She has a prejudice against sleeping 
two nights in succession in the same 
bed and has three beds in her bed- 
room. She takes violent but consistent 
dislikes to individual servants and at- 
tendants, and makes things so un- 
comfortable for them that they get 
sent away. Doctors have been repeat- 
edly changed. Toward others the em- 
press shows strong effection., Her 
only “scenes” during recent years 
have been caused by the leaving of 
servants to whom she had taken a 
fancy. At night Empress Charlotte 
often gets up, and insists on walking 
about Bouchout park. She is very 
careful about her dress, and about her 
{imperial dignity being respected. 

Some of Charlotte's relatives look 
to the prospect of her recovery with 
mixed feelings. She is owner of pro- 
perty valued at 12,600,000, and if she 
recovers her sanity she will be free 
to dispose of this as she wishes. Her 
present guardian is the Prince de 
Ligne. 

If she dies insane her money will 
go between the daughters of the late 
King Leopold and the children of her 
other brother, the Count of Flanders, 
including the present King Albert. 
However, if the doctors are right, the 
empress may soon be able to dispose 
of her property as she wishes,

Paris, March 18.—Much consterna- 
tion and discussion are caused by the 
proposed exchange of four pleces of 
armor of Philip IL, belonging to the 
French Army museum for a suit of 
armor of Charles V, in the Army mu- 
seum In Madrid. 

The suggestion was made by King 
Alfonse at the time of his recent visit 
to Paris, when he visited the museum 
especially to see the armor of his great 
ancestor. He then expressed the de- 
sire to own it. 

Members of the Societe Nationale 
des Antiquaires de France are much 
annoyed at the proposition one of 
their number saying, “The armor of 
Philip I. 1s the finest work of its kind 
in the world and the choicest armor in 
France, Therefore, we consider it be- 
yond price. 

“M. Butin, the historian, says that 
it was made in Augsburg at the be- 
ginning of the year 1649 and took two 
years of constant work under the di- 
rection of Desiderius Colman, the best 
armor maker in Germany. 

“We have asked persons in high 
positions about this question of ex- 
change,” he added. 

“The armor of Charles V. may be 
worth $20,000, but the armor of Philip 
IT, ranks among the armor collections 
of the world as ‘La Joconde’ does in 
picture galleries.” 

General Niox, director 
museum, who has a wide knowledge 
of everything in the collection and 
takes almost a pious care of these 
treasures of past glory with all an 
old soldier's reverence, has also been | 
interviewed, He said: 

“This affair is most annoying and 
is occupying all my attention.

Tokio, March 18.—-The constant dis- 
cussion in Japanese newspapers and 
magazines of the questions of women's 
rights and woman suffrage serves as a 
striking example of the rapidity with 
which western thought and western 
ideas are being assimilated in Japan, 

Today the supporters of the wom- 
en's rights movement are gleeful over 
the fact that two women millionaires 
of Tokio have won the right to vote 
at municipal and ward elections. The 
municipal regulations grant the right 
of suffrage to any subject of the Jap- 
anese empire paying a larger amount 
of direct city taxes than that paid by 
any of the three highest tax-paying 
male subjects over 26 years of age. The 
woman suffrage advocates cotnended 
that this clause permits women to vote 
if their property qualifications were 
suflicient, and the home office upheld 
the contention. 

An importna monthly 
placed a set of questions before noted 
Japanese women on the future of the 
sex in Japan, propounding such queries 
as to what can be done to Improve the 
condition of the Japanese women, re- | 
questing opinions as to the suffrage | 
movement in the west, as well as the} 
question of social independence, and in| 
a general way the growing tendency | 
of women to demand the same right | 
as man, |

SHE MAY YET DISPOSE 
OF HER BIG FORTUNE. 


Predictions of Physicians Made | 
Long Ago Are Being Verified 


in Her Case, 
Brussels, March 13,—Ex-Empress | 
Charlotte, widow of the ill-fated Maxl- 
milian, emperor of Mexico, who, al- 
most 50 years ago, lost her reason in 
her unsuccessful efforts to induce Ku- 
ropean intervention to save her hus- 
band, now shows signs of recovering 
her sanity. The prospect has made a 
great stir in royal quarters. Doctors 
declare she shows all the symptoms 
which precede recovery from patho- 
logical melancholia, the disease from 
which she suffers; and that it is high- 
ly probable the last years of her life 
will be spent in mental health. 
She is 73 Years Old 

Chateau de Bouchout lies near the 
Village of Meyse, which is four milés 
north of Laeken, the summer place on 
which the late King Leopold spent his 
millions. It is in a part of the world 
well known to the empress, who was 
born in Laeken 73 years ago; and as 
a child used to make picnic trips to 
Bouchout, When Empress Charlotte 
was removed to Bouchout from Ter- 
vueren palace in 1879, she experienced 
three days of almost perfect lucidity; 
and doctors predicted that she would 
quickly recover. After that she got 
more insane than before and forgot 
her own name. Between that and last 
August there was no period of com- 
plete lucidity; but four years ago the 
former complete mental blankness dis- 
disappeared; and since then the em- 
press has been only half-insane, In 
August last she suddenly made an- 
other improvement, und of late has 
been three-quarters normal, This par- 
tial recovery was expected. The 
Dutch doctor, Oeyse, printed a nanaly- 
sis of her condition, and concluded 
that in extreme old age she might 
recover entirely. 

Physical Health Decaying. 


During the last five years the em- 
press’s physical health has been slow- 
ly decaying. Shortly before the death 
of her brother, Leopold IL, she had a 
serious illness, and her death was ex- 
pected, After that began the’ im- 
provement in her mental faculties. 
The first symptom was a return of 
memory and a realization of personali- 
ty. For years the empress practically 
never mentioned the past, and in par- 
ticular showed no sign of remember- 
ing her three years’ connection with} 
Mexico. Leopold If. gave orders that 
no one should refer to the subject in 
her presence. When visitors, through 
oversight, broke this rule, the empress 
either took no notice or ldoked puzzl- 
ed. She thus showed that Mexico and 
the shooting of Maximilian had "passed 
from her memory. Of late Empress 
Charlotte has begun to ramble semi-

coherently of Mexico, and she men- 
{ions Queretaro, and talks of the 
shooting o2 Maximilian as if she 
had been in Mexico at the time, Her 


voyage to Europe in 1866 to seek aid 
against the Mexican rebels seems to 
have boen forgotten, 

Charlotte is familiar with all re- 
cent occurrences in the Belgian royal 
fumily. She shows this by ceasing to 
making inquiries about members of 
the family who are dead. For many 
years her only visitors were her sis- 
ters-in-law, the late Belgian queen, 
Marie of Flanders, When Countess 
Marie ceased visiting; Empress Char- 
lotte asked abruptly, “Why does not 
Marie come?" and on being given an 
evasive answer, said "I know she is 
dead.” She has never since asked af- 
ter the countess, On matters like this 


her memory and consciousness are 
practically normal. 
Strong Caprices 
Empress Charlotte’s moderate de- 


gree of insanity is shown by her pos- 
sessing strong caprices such as very 
eccentric but not insane people have, 
She has a prejudice against sleeping 
two nights in succession in the same 
bed and has three beds in her bed- 
room, She takes violent but consistent 
dislikes to individual servants and at- 
tendants, and makes things so un- 
comfortable for them that they get 
sent away, Doctors have been repeat- 
edly changed. Toward others the em- 
press shows strong effection. Her 
only “scenes” during recent years 
have been caused by the leaving of 
servants to whom she had taken a 
fancy. At night Empress Charlotte 
often gets up, and insists on walking 
about Bouchout park. She Is very 
careful about her dress, and about her 
imperial dignity being respected. 
Some of Charlotte's relatives look 
to the prospect of her recovery with 
mixed feelings. She is owner of pro- 
perty valned at 12,000,000, and if she 
recovers her sanity she will be free 
to dispose of this as she wishes.

13.—Much_ consterna- 
tion and discussion are caused by the 
proposed exchange of four pieces of 
armor of Phillp IL, belonging to the 
French Army museum for a sult of 
armor of Charles V, in the Army mu- 
seum in Madrid. 

The suggestion was made by King 
Alfonse at the time of his recent visit 
to Paris, when he visited the museum 
especially to see the armor of his great 
ancestor. He then expressed the de- 
sire to own it. 

Members of the Societe Nationale 
des Antiquaires de France are much 
annoyed at the proposition one = of 
their number saying, “The armor of 
Philip Il. is the finest work of its kind 
in the world and the choicest armor in 
France. Therefore, we consider it be- 
yond price. 

“M, Butin, the historian, 
it was made in Augsburg at 
ginning of the year 1549 and took two 
years of constant work under the di- 
rection of Desiderius Colman, the best 
armor maker in Germany, 

“We have asked persous in high 
positions about this question of ex- 
change,” he added, 

"Tne armor of Charles V. may be 
worth $20,000, but the armor of Philip 
II, ranks among the armor collections 
of the world as ‘La Joconde’ does in 
picture galleries.” 

General Niox, director of the Army 
museum, who has a wide knowledge | 
of everything in the collection and | 
takes almost a pious care of thes se | 
treasures of past glory with all an | 
old soldier's reverence, has also been | 
interviewed, He said: 

“This affair is most annoying and,

On that date in 1800 the 
Queen Charlotte, an English ship-of- 
war, sailed on her last voyage, which 
ended four days later in thé harbor 
of Leghorn, where the vessel was bur- 
ned and more than 700 British sea- 
men out of a crew of 850 perished in 
|the flames or by drowning. The Pres 
ident, a liner from New York to Liv- 
erpool, was lost on March 13, 1841, and 
}all on board were drowned. The pus- 
sengers included Tyrone Power, the 
famous actor, and a son of the Duke 
of Richmond. On March 13, 1783, the 
Count Belgiojoso, an Indiaman, was 
| wrecked off Dublin Bay, 
of 147 lives. 

It was on March 13, in 1881, that 
Czar Alexander of Russia, was assas- 
sinated in the streets of St. Peters- 
burg. He had peen driving with bis 
brother in a carriage when an e\plo- 
sion behind the vehicle wounded the 
horses and Killed an innocent bystan- 
der. The Emperor was uninjured, and 
a soldier captured the assassin. The 
Crar- turned to walk to the palace, 
but had gone but a short distance 
when a young men threw a bomb at 
his feet. The infernal machine in- 
jured the monarch so severely that 
he dled three hours later 

An explosion of quite a different 
character occurred thirty years ago to- 
day, when 120 miners lost their lives 
in a coal pit disaster at Pocohontas, 
W., Va.
